THE  COMMITTEES  avail  themselves  of  the  opening  of  the  Exhibition  to  address  the  Patrons  of 
Art  and  the  Public  generally  on  a  subject  essentially  connected  with  the  future  interests  of  the  Society. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  large  Room  in  which  Pictures  are  annually  exhibited,  is,  in  the  intervals 
between  the  Exhibitions,  occupied  by  Casts  from  Antique  Sculpture  for  the  use  of  Students  ;  and  the  Committees 
deeply  regret  that,  in  consequence  of  the  necessity  for  removing  these  Casts  previously  to  every  Exhibition,  and 
the  want  of  another  Room  in  which  they  could  be  arranged,  the  business  of  the  Schools  is  during  several  months 
ot  each  year  entiiely  suspended.  Rut  this  interruption  to  study  is  not  the  only  evil  consequent  upon  the  present 
arrangement:  the  valuable  Casts  belonging  to  the  Society  are,  unavoidably,  from  frequent  removal,  so  very 
much  injured  as  to  render  attention  to  then-  future  preservation  an  indispensable  duty. 

In  considering  the  best  means  of  obviating  these  disadvantages,  the  Committees  could  not  fail  to  notice 
iliat  the  vacant  Land  adjoining  the  Rooms  of  the  Society  offered  peculiar  facilities  for  an  additional  Building; 
and,  with  a  certain  knowledge  that  this  very  favorable  opportunity  would  be  lost  by  delay,  the  Committees  have 
not  hesitated  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  allowed  by  the  Proprietor  of  securing  by  legal  agreement  all 
the  Land  required  for  that  purpose.  On  this  land  (at  the  back  of  the  present  building)  the  Committees  propose 
to  erect  a  plain  but  commodious  Room,  in  which  the  Casts  can  be  permanently  secured,  and  the  pursuits  of  the 
Students  can  be  continued  without  interruption. 

In  furtherance  of  an  object  so  intimately  connected  with  the  primary  design  of  the  Institution,  and  with 
its  most  important  interests,  the  Committees  trust  that  their  efforts  will  receive  that  degree  of  public  assistance 
which  can  alone  enable  them  to  carry  the  plan  speedily  into  effect.  In  justification  of  this  appeal  it  may  be  right 
to  state  that  the  present  Budding  Debt  of  the  Society  is  1500/. ;  and,  under  such  circumstances,  it  must  be  evi¬ 
dent  that  the  present  income  cannot  with  propriety  be  employed  in  the  erection  of  additional  buildings. 

The  Committees  cannot  however  doubt  that  they  shall  ultimately  be  enabled  to  liquidate  all  present  arrears 
of  debt ;  and  they  trust  that  a  continuance  of  the  support  which  the  Society  has  hitherto  received  will  place  it 
upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  will  hereafter  greatly  extend  the  sphere  of  its  utility.

The  old  Pensioner  reading  the 
Gazette  is  a  survivor  of  the  seven  years’  war,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  Quebec  by 
Geneial  Wolfe  ;  at  his  side  stands  a  Glengary  Highlander,  who  served  with  General 
Graham  at  Barossa.  The  Negro  leaning  forward  over  the  table  is  one  of  the  Band 
of  the  first  regiment  of  Foot  Guards,  a  native  of  Saint  Domingo ;  he  was  in  France 
during  the  Revolution,  and  present  at  the  death  of  Louis  XVI.,  and  afterwards 
servant  to  General  Moreau  during  his  celebrated  retreat  through  the  Black  Forest.  The 
one  immediately  behind  him  is  an  old  Soldier  from  India  who  fought  under  the  Victor  of 
Waterloo  at  the  battle  of  Assaye ;  he  also  served  under  the  old  Marquess  of  Granby. 

The  man  in  a  foraging  dress  sitting  at  the  end  of  the  table,  is  an  Irishman,  of  the  12th  Dra¬ 
goons,  explaining  the  news  to  an  old  Veteran  (one  of  the  “  rock  scorpions,”  as  Lord 
Heathfield  called  his  soldiers)  who  was  with  General  Elliot  at  the  memorable  siege  of 
Gibraltar.  To  the  right  of  the  spectator  is  a  Corporal  of  the  Oxford  Blues,  and  at  his 
feet  a  black  dog,  known  to  the  officers  and  men  by  the  name  of  “  the  Old  Duke he  fol¬ 
lowed  the  regiment  all  over  the  Peninsula.

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LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 

BIRMINGHAM  SOCIETY  OF  ARTS. 


i. 

THE  SOCIETY  OF  ARTS  shall  consist  of  two  distinct  Bodies — Professional  and  Unprofes¬ 
sional — with  equal  authority. 

OF  THE  PROFESSIONAL  BODY. 

2.  The  Professional  Body  shall  consist  of  Artists,  who  shall  be  called  the  Members  of 
the  Society  of  Arts.  They  shall  not  be  subject  to  removal,  except  by  their  own  body,  and 
agreeably  to  their  own  bye  laws.  They  shall  be  empowered  to  add  to  their  number,  which  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  at  least  twelve  Artists  resident  in  Birmingham  or  its  immediate  neighbourhood;  and  if  the 
number  of  the  Professional  Body,  resident  as  aforesaid,  shall  at  any  time,  for  one  year,  be  less  than 
twelve,  and  they  shall  neglect  . to  make  the  requisite  appointments,  the  Unprofessional  Committee  (as 
hereinafter  constituted)  shall  be  at  liberty  to  appoint  Artists  to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  majority  (professional  or  unprofessional)  present  at  a  General  Meeting. 

3.  The  Professional  Members  shall  in  the  first  instance  consist  of  the  fifteen  Artists  who  have 
been  elected  according  to  a  plan  previously  agreed  upon,  by  a  Select  Committee,  specially  deputed 
to  accomplish  the  union  of  the  Members  of  the  Birmingham  Institution  with  the  Society  of  Arts. 

PRIVILEGES  OF  THE  PROFESSIONAL  BODY. 

4.  Each  Member  of  the  Professional  Body  shall  be  entitled  to  personal  free  admission  to  the 
Schools,  the  Library,  and  the  Exhibitions,  and  to  one  vote  at  all  General  Meetings;  and,  under  re¬ 
gulations  for  the  admission  of  students,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  send  any  number  of  individuals  of 
his  family  to  draw  and  model  in  the  Academy  :  or,  in  case  he  does  not  avail  himself  of  this  last  pri¬ 
vilege,  he  shall  have  the  power  of  recommending  one  Student  not  of  his  family. 

5.  All  the  Artists  who  have  hitherto  acted  on  the  Committee  of  the  Society  of  Arts,  and  all  the 
Members  of  the  Birmingham  Institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Professional  Body, 
although  not  in  the  first  instance  elected  as  members  of  that  body. 

OF  THE  UNPROFESSIONAL  BODY. 

6.  The  Unprofessional  Body  shall  consist  of  Donors  and  of  Annual  Subscribers. 

7.  The  Unprofessional  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Donors  of  £l00,  and  of  fifteen  additional 
Gentlemen,  donors  of  not  less  than  £30,  or  annual  subscribers  of  not  less  than  two  guineas,  elected 
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annually  at  the  General  Meeting  by  the  Donors  of  £30  and  upwards,  and  by  Annual  Subscribers  of 
not  less  than  one  guinea,  from  printed  lists  containing  the  names  of  all  who  are  eligible  ;  which  lists 
shall  be  sent  to  the  electors  one  week  before  the  General  Meeting,  and  shall  either  be  delivered  in 
person  at  the  meeting,  or  returned  to  the  Secretary  on  the  preceding  day. 

PRIVILEGES  OF  THE  UNPROFESSIONAL  BODY. 

8.  Each  Donor  of  £100  or  upwards  shall  have  two  votes  at  all  General  Meetings,  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  attend  and  vote  in  the  Unprofessional  Committee,  and  shall  have  personal  free  admission  to 
the  Library  and  to  all  Exhibitions,  and,  subject  to  regulations  for  the  admission  of  Students,  he  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  send  any  number  of  individuals  of  his  family  to  draw  and  model  in  the  Academy  ;  or, 
in  case  he  does  not  avail  himself  of  this  last  privilege,  he  shall  have  the  power  of  recommending  two 
Students,  not  of  his  family.  On  his  decease  these  privileges  shall  devolve  on  his  representative  for 
two  generations. 

9.  Each  Donor  of  £50  shall  have  two  votes  at  all  General  Meetings,  shall  be  eligible  to  be 
chosen  on  the  Unprofessional  Committee,  and  shall  have  personal  free  admission  to  the  Library  and 
to  all  the  Exhibitions,  and,  subject  to  regulations  for  the  admission  of  Students,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  send  any  number  of  individuals  of  his  family  to  draw  and  model  in  the  Academy  ;  or,  in  case  he 
does  not  avail  himself  of  this  last  privilege,  he  shall  have  the  power  of  recommending  one  Student, 
not  of  his  family.  On  his  decease  these  privileges  shall  devolve  on  his  representative  for  two  gene¬ 
rations. 

10.  The  present  Donors  of  £100  and  of  £50  shall  retain  the  right  of  transmitting  their  privi¬ 
leges  in  perpetuity,  unless  their  consent  to  this  alteration  shall  be  obtained. 

1 1 .  Each  Donor  of  £30,  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  Two  Guineas  or  upwards,  shall  have  two  votes 
at  all  General  Meetings,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  chosen  on  the  Unprofessional  Committee,  and  shall 
have  personal  free  admission  to  the  Library  and  all  the  Exhibitions,  and,  subject  to  regulations  for 
the  admission  of  Students,  he  shall  have  the  liberty  of  sending  any  number  of  individuals  of  his 
family  to  draw  and  model  in  the  Academy  ;  or,  in  case  he  does  not  avail  himself  of  this  last  privi¬ 
lege,  he  shall  have  the  power  of  recommending  one  Student,  not  of  his  family. 

12.  Each  Donor  of  £20,  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea,  shall  have  one  vote  at  all  Gene¬ 
ral  Meetings;  shall  have  free  admission  to  all  the  Exhibitions  and  to  the  Library;  and  that,  subject 
to  regulations  for  the  admission  of  Students,  he  shall  be  admitted  to  draw  and  model  in  the  Academy. 
This  last  privilege  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  for  a  year,  but  not  for  a  shorter  period,  to  any 
individual  of  his  family. 

13.  Each  Donor  of  £10  shall  have  personal  free  admission  to  all  the  Exhibitions  and  to  the 
Library. 

<33“  Subscriptions  ■payable  in  advance  on  the  first  of  January  in  each  year. 

OF  GENERAL  MEETINGS. 

14.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  every  year  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January;  and  that  seven  persons  belonging  either  to  the  Professional  Body  or  the  Unprofessional 
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Committee,  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  time,  of  calling  Special  General  Meetings,  by  giving  four¬ 
teen  days’  previous  notice  through  the  Secretary,  who  shall  summon  the  Meeting  either  by  circular 
or  by  public  advertisement,  stating  the  object  of  the  Meeting. 

15.  No  measure  passed  by  the  Professional  Members  and  the  Unprofessional  Committee,  even 
though  acted  upon  as  a  temporary  law  until  the  time  of  the  next  General  Meeting,  shall  be  passed 
into  a  permanent  law,  unless  approved  by  the  majority  present  at  such  General  Meeting. 

16.  Every  measure  not  originating  in  the  Professional  Members  or  the  Unprofessional  Commit¬ 
tee,  shall  be  submitted  to  those  bodies,  through  the  Secretary,  at  least  fourteen  days  before  a  Gene¬ 
ral  Meeting  ;  and  no  measure  shall  be  passed  at  a  General  Meeting  unless  previously  approved  by 
both  those  bodies. 

17.  The  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  elected  at  a  General 
Meeting  by  the  majority  of  votes. 

18.  The  current  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Body  of  Professional  Mem¬ 
bers  and  by  the  Unprofessional  Committee,  whose  united  resolutions  shall  have  the  force  of  laws 
until  the  next  General  Meeting,  to  which  they  shall  be  submitted  for  confirmation  or  rejection. 

OF  EXHIBITIONS. 

19.  In  every  three  years  there  shall  be  two  Exhibitions  of  Modern  Works,  and  one  Exhibition 
of  the  Works  of  deceased  Masters ;  and  half  the  profits  of  the  Modern  Exhibitions,  and  all  the  profits 
of  the  other  Exhibition  shall  be  applied  in  liquidation  of  the  debt  due  by  the  Society,  until  the  whole 
amount  shall  be  paid. 

20.  During  the  time  that  the  Works  are  being  arranged  for  Exhibition,  no  person  shall  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  rooms,  except  the  Sub-Committee  elected  for  that  purpose,  and  the  workmen 
employed  by  them.  Every  deviation  from  this  regulation  shall  subject  each  Member  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  to  a  fine  of  ten  shillings  and  sixpence.
